All  Dance  Marathon  events 
in  support  of  the  Ann  &  Robert 
H.  Lurie’s  Children’s  Hospital 
are  part  of  the  Miracle  Network 
Dance  Marathon  organization. 
This  network,  according  to  the 
organization’s  website,  is  “a 
movement  of  Children’s  Miracle 


Network  Hospitals,  a  non-profit 
organization  that  raises  funds 
and  awareness  for  more  than 
170  pediatric  hospitals”  One 
hundred  percent  of  all  donations 
is  put  towards  the  local  support 
of  kids.  Since  the  organization 
began  in  1991,  over  “$135  million 
for  kids  across  north  America- 
ensuring  that  no  child  or  family 
fights  pediatric  illness  or  injury 
alone.”  The  Miracle  Dance 
Marathon  raised  $26,834,682.00 
in  2015  alone.  There  are  over  1 
million  active  participants  and 
350  programs  nationwide.  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  has  now  joined 
the  movement. 


Every  branch  of  the 
organization  is  student  run,  and 
now  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
Freshman  Class  President  and 
the  organizer  of  the  event, 
Biology-Chemistry  major  Mary 
Keenan,  is  taking  on  one  of 
those  leadership  roles  in  the 
marathon  organization.  She 
encourages  students  and  guests 
to  participate,  as  the  event  is  “for 
the  kids,”  which  has  become 
the  fundraiser’s  motto.  This  is 
Keenan’s  and  the  Freshman 
Class’s  first  event.  The  goal  is  to 
raise  1,500.00  dollars  or  more. 

The  Ann  &  Robert  H.  Lurie’s 
Children’s  Hospital  in  Chicago 


is  a  pediatric  hospital.  In  terms 
of  research,  they  focus  on 
“scientific,  translational  medicine 
and  children’s  health  research,” 
including  pediatric  cancer, 
neurobiology,  human  molecular 
genetics,  and  looking  into  new, 
less  toxic  medicinal  treatments 
for  children.  Funds  raised  at  the 
Dance  Marathon  will  go  towards 
such  research  as  well  curbing  the 
costs  for  patients. 

At  the  dance  marathon,  the 
students  will  spend  the  entire  time 
they  are  there  dancing  in  order 
to  raise  awareness  and  fulfill 
their  donation  and  or  fundraising 
promises.  The  dance  marathon 
will  feature  different  themed 
music  hours  and  participants 
are  encouraged  to  dance  many 
different  styles.  Food  will  be 
provided  for  participants  as  well 
as  Zumba  dance.  Along  with 
dancing  there  will  also  be  food 
and  activities.

The  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
Student  Association  (SA)  has 
decided  to  make  some  big 
constitutional  changes  this 
semester.

also  be  required  to  hold  elections 
in  December,  whereas  before, 
each  club  had  varying  election 
dates.  Sophomore  Computer 
Science  and  Philosophy  major, 
Jared  Smith,  who  is  the  Vice 
President  of  SA,  says  that  this  will 
help  solidify  any  changes  within 
the  group’s  officers:  “These 
changes  were  made  to  improve 
school  spirit,  involvement,  and 
communication.” 

These  student  government 
oriented  changes  are  not  the 
only  major  changes  happening 
this  semester.  SA  has  already 
put  their  efforts  into  working  on 
new  projects  that  will  be  quite 
beneficial  to  the  students  of 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  in  terms 
of  improving  campus  life.

There  is  a  full  schedule  of  events 
planned  for  the  celebration  which 
closes  the  weekend  of  September 
30-October  2,  2016. 

During  this  celebration,  the 
Class  of  1966  will  be  inducted 
into  the  new  group  called  the 
Golden  Pumas.  The  Golden 
Pumas  is  a  new  group  whose 
membership  is  restricted  to 


alumni  whose  class  has  graduated

2016  Election 
Update: 

A  Contested 
Convention?

Last  Tuesday,  the 
Republicans  held  a  Super  Tuesday 
that  included  five  crucial  swing 
states.  One  of  the  big  winners 
of  that  night  was  Governor  John 
Kasich  who  was  able  to  deliver 
a  win  in  Ohio.  Also,  Sen.  Marco 
Rubio  lost  the  Florida  primary  to 
Donald  Trump  by  double  digits. 
Rubio  has  struggled  in  winning 
states,  and  since  he  could  not 
win  his  home  state  (Florida), 
Rubio  dropped  out  of  the  race. 
Trump,  Cruz,  and  Kasich  are  the 
remaining  Republican  candidates. 

The  66  delegates  Kasich 
picked  up  in  Ohio  give  him  143 
delegates  out  of  the  1,237  needed 
for  the  nomination.  But  with  only 
1,061  delegates  left  to  be  chosen 
in  the  coming  weeks,  Kasich 
won’t  have  enough  delegates 
to  secure  a  majority  on  the  first 
ballot — even  if  he  wins  100%  of 
the  remaining  delegates. 

On  the  other  hand,  a  Trump 
win  in  winner-take-all  Ohio 
after  his  win  in  Florida  would 
have  given  him  739  delegates, 
rather  than  the  673  currently  in 
his  tally.  The  former  outcome 
would  have  left  Trump  only  489 
delegates  away  from  a  first-ballot 
victory,  requiring  him  to  average 
only  45%  of  the  delegates  in 
the  coming  contests.  Given  the 
likelihood  of  strong  performances 
by  Trump  in  the  northeastern  state 
primaries  like  New  Hampshire 
and  New  York,  Trump  would  have 
all  but  assured  the  nomination. 

But  the  Kasich  win  in  Ohio 
leaves  Trump  564  delegates  shy  of 
a  majority,  requiring  him  to  win, 
on  average,  53%  of  the  delegates 
going  forward.  So  if  Kasich  and 
Cruz  remain  competitive  in  the 
coming  contests,  many  of  which 
allocate  delegates  proportionately, 
then  Trump’s  winning  an  outright 
majority  is  unlikely. 

If  the  goal  is  to  stop  Trump, 
his  opponents  should  prefer  a 
three-person  race  going  forward, 
despite  Cruz’s  claim  that  Kasich 
should  drop  out  and  let  the  contest 
become  a  simple  choice  between 
Trump  and  Cruz. 

As  the  nomination  process 
moves  into  the  Northeast  and  the 
West,  Cruz  will  be  competing 
in  terrain  less  hospitable  to  his 
very  conservative,  evangelically 
oriented  candidacy.  Kasich 
will  have  a  greater  appeal  to 
moderate  Republicans,  especially 
in  states  like  Pennsylvania  and 
Connecticut.  Cruz  is  more  likely 
to  take  votes  away  from  potential 


Trump  supporters  than  from 
potential  Kasich  supporters.  A 
three-person  race  may  produce 
a  contested  convention,  where 
Kasich  has  considerable 
leverage  in  determining  the 
nominee. 

If  Trump  comes  close  to  the 
required  number  of  delegates, 
but  still  falls  a  bit  short,  the 
convention  will  have  no 
choice  but  to  give  Trump  the 
nomination.  To  do  otherwise 
would  threaten  a  walkout 
by  Trump  supporters  and  a 
potential  third-party  run  by 
Trump.  However,  if  Trump  falls 
significantly  short  of  1,237, 
then  the  convention  will  have 
to  explore  alternative  paths. 

Assuming  Rubio  endorses 
Cruz  and  directs  his  delegates 
to  vote  for  him,  it  will  further 
accentuate  the  Cruz-Trump 
stalemate  and  enhance  the  role 
of  Kasich  in  the  convention. 

Of  course,  if  Cruz  and  Trump 
strike  a  bargain,  they  can 
determine  the  outcome,  but 
given  their  bitter  rivalry, 
this  may  not  be  possible. 

Kasich  could  demand  the  vice 
presidency  as  the  price  for 
support,  but  the  vice  presidency 
is  an  inconsequential  office 
unless  the  president  chooses  to 
make  it  more. 

It  is  more  likely  that  Kasich 
will  throw  his  support  to  a 
dark  horse  candidate  like  Paul 
Ryan,  who  could  be  nominated 
if  the  Rules  Committee  at  the 
convention  suspends  Rule  40B, 
which  requires  any  nominee  to 
have  won  a  majority  of  eight 
delegations  to  be  nominated  (a 
rule  enacted  in  2012  to  prevent 
the  nomination  of  Ron  Paul). 
Kasich  would  probably  play 
a  more  consequential  role  in 
a  Ryan  presidency  than  in  a 
Trump  or  Cruz  presidency. 

It  might  be  easier  for  Trump 
and  Cruz  supporters  to  swing 
their  support  to  a  dark  horse 
candidate  than  to  their  primary 
rival. 

Historically,  only  about 
5%  of  the  delegates  are 
unpledged  on  the  first  ballot, 
but  that  percentage  rises  to 
57%  on  the  second  ballot 
and  81%  on  the  third  ballot. 

The  delegates,  quite  a  few 
of  whom  are  party  regulars, 
rather  than  Trump  or  Cruz 
true-believers,  could  step  in  to 
save  the  party.  The  U.S.  has 
not  had  a  brokered  Republican 
Convention  since  1948,  and 
a  dark  horse  has  not  emerged 
from  a  party  convention  since 
the  Democratic  Convention  of 
1924.  However,  the  times  seem 
ripe  for  a  dramatic  departure 
from  recent  practice.

You  will  love  the  great 
songs  with  an  environment  that 
only  makes  them  sound  that 
much  better.

A  year  after  he  first  debuted 
on  Netflix,  Daredevil  is  back, 
returning  viewers  to  the  darker, 
murkier  comer  of  the  Marvel 
Movie  Universe.  It’s  inhabited 
by  bloodthirsty  gangsters  and  the 
likes  of  Jessica  Jones,  Luke  Cage, 
and  the  odd  secret  Ninja  clan. 
This  is  a  comic  book  adaptation 
after  all. 

After  the  events  of  last  season. 
Matt  Murdock,  the  Devil  of 
Hell's  Kitchen,  has  become  a 
neighborhood  urban  legend.  He 
is  a  silent  protector  who  defends 
the  people  and  beats  criminals  to 
a  bloody  pulp.  However,  a  new 
vigilante  dubbed  the  Punisher, 
has  arrived  in  town  and  unlike 
Matt,  he  has  no  reservations 
about  killing  criminals, 
slaughtering  the  unjust  in  droves, 
and  pitting  the  mob  families 
against  one  another  in  what  may 
soon  become  an  all-out  war. 

Add  in  the  arrival  of 
Elektra,  a  mysterious  woman 
from  Matt’s  past,  and  Daredevil 
has  a  lot  of  trouble  on  his  hands. 


Then  again,  this  is  New  York  City 
in  the  Marvel  Universe.  Alien 
invasions  and  imminent  doom  are 
a  part  of  everyday  life. 

Like  with  last  season,  the  high¬ 
light  is  definitely  the  fight  scenes. 
Marvel  productions  have  all  had 
very  good  fight  choreography, 
from  Black  Widow’s  ballerina 
of  death  combat  style  to  Captain 
America  and  Peggy  Carter’s 
boxer  like  brawling  style.  But  the 
Marvel  movies  have  always  stuck 
to  a  PG  through  PG- 1 3  rating 
range,  meaning  the  most  you’ll 
ever  see  in  terms  of  injury  is  a 
bloody  lip. 

That’s  not  the  case,  with  the 
content  freedom  that  Netflix  al¬ 
lows  for.  Bones  crunch,  faces  get 
busted  in  with  gratuitous  amounts 
of  gore,  and  the  fighting  all  has  an 
intense,  visceral  nature  to  it  that 
makes  it  feel  far  more  real  than 
anything  we  see  with  superheroes 
on  the  big  screen. 

The  newcomers  Punisher  and 
Elektra  are  fantastically  acted, 
with  the  former  giving  off  a 
barely  contained,  unhinged  sort 
of  rage  that’s  truly  terrifying  to 
behold,  and  the  latter  giving  off 
an  erotic,  toxically  dangerous  vibe 


that’s  as  scary  as  it  is  alluring. 
Both  of  these  characters  have 
had  movies  of  their  own  in  the 
past,  though  neither  captured 
them  very  well. 

This  time  around,  they’re 
fantastic  representations  of 
their  comic  counterparts  and  if 


marvel  is  looking  to  expand  their 
Netflix  roster,  they’d  do  well  to  give 
these  two  their  own  solo  adven¬ 
tures. 

Overall,  Daredevil  s  second 
season  is  a  great  addition  to  the 
Marvel  franchise,  telling  a  great, 
gritty  story  of  it’s  own,  while  also 


laying  more  seeds  for  the 
Defenders  mini  series,  where 
Daredevil  and  fellow  heroes  of 
Hell’s  Kitchen  Jessica  Jones, 
Luke  Cage,  and  Iron  Fist  will 
team  up  to  save  the  city.
